None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
method as set forth in independent claim 22 that is particularly characterized at 
least by steps (ii) and (iii) and the "step of pre-detecting the responses to be 
detected ..." all as set forth in claim 22, taken together and taken in the overall 
context of independent claim 22. 

Dependent claims 23-24 are allowable for at least the reasons for which 
independent claim 22 is allowable. 
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None of the prior art of record eitlier fallen alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
method as set forth in independent claim 25 that is particularly characterized at 
least by steps (11) and (III) and the "step of pre-detecting the responses to be 
detected ..." all as set forth in claim 25, taken together and taken in the overall 
context of Independent claim 25.
